Four of the union painters in the 
employ of Geo. E. Dugan went on 
a strike this morning, because, as 
they claim, Mr. Dugan would not 
unionize his shop. 
The strikers allege that on June 
lo, 190.1, Mr. Dugan signed the 
following agreement : 
“ We, the undersigned contract­ 
ors of the house and job-painting 
trade, located in the city of Seda­ 
lia, county of Pettis, state of Mis­ 
souri, do hereby agree not to em­ 
ploy any except such as recognize 
the Union of the Brotherhood of 
Painter» , Decorators and Paper- 
hangers of America; and we, us 
contractors of the painting and 
papernanging 
trade, 
do hereby 
agree to recognize local Union No. 
372 by signing our names to this 
article of agreement.” 
The other signers to the agree­ 
ment are M. S. Dyer, C. R. 
Moore. F. W. Schumacher, W. D. 
Selleck, R. A. Wright & Son, 
Wm. Berry, 
W. G. Ludemann, 
W. S. Carter and I. H. Voiker. 
Tbe union men claim that all of 
the signers are conducting uaion 
shops except Mr. Dugan, who has 
in his employ Jos. Mosberg, a non­ 
union man, who refused to join the 
union, and whom Mr. Dugan de­ 
clined to discharge because of said 
refusal. 
Mr. Dugan was seen by the

and said the real trou­ 
ble was because Mosberg was a 
member of the Sedalia Military 
band, a non-union organization, 
which is being boycotted by the 
Musicians’ union, which union is 
also boycotting the Sedalia Elec­ 
tric and Railway Co. because it 
employs the military band to fur­ 
nish music at Forest park. 
Mr. Dugan says he is not worry­ 
ing about the matter in the least, 
and is going ahead v/ith his work 
just as if no strike had occurred.

plank. 
This resolution sought to 
place all material used by trusts 
and all products of trusts upon the 
free list, thus taking away the pro­ 
tection which the tariff givrs to 
these 
monopolies. 
If adopit.d it 
would have done much to cripple 
or suppress the 
trust evil. 
The 
amendment was advocated 
in 
a 
forceful speech by its author, was 
supported 
b, 
lue 
united 
demo­ 
cratic strei iith of the house but 
was defeated by the 
republican 
majority. 
The Ohio democrats improved 
their platform materially by the 
insertion of this particular plank. 
T h ey should 
have 
given credit, 
however, to the state of Missouri 
and its governor for the presenta­ 
tion of the argument in behalf of 
the plank.

object 
which its platform would 
indicate. 
W hatever 
deliverance 
upon the subject of public owner­ 
ship 
a 
national 
platform 
may 
properly contain may be found in 
the democratic 
platform adopted 
at Kansas C ity July Fourth, 1900, 
which declared for such ownership 
wherever 
practicable. 
T he state

years of 1S35, 1856 and 1874. 
Judge John Onstott, the Jasper 
county pioneer, now nearing 90 
years of age, says that the drought 
in the three years named was equal 
in severity to the present one. 
In 
those times, however, particularly 
in 1S35, the country was sparsely 
settled and the demand for farm 
products consequently incompara­ 
bly less than at the present time. 
J. L . Baum, a W ebb C ity mer­ 
chant who lived in Macon county, 
this state, in 1874, declares that 
the drought of that year in Mis­ 
souri 
was 
far 
worse 
than 
the 
drought being experienced at the 


present time.

that year the farmers gave 


away their stock to prevent death 
from hunger and
